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The monthly meeting of the Farish Council was held on Tuesdey 
16th Ausust in the Committee Room in the Village Holl. 


Fires 

‘The farish Council was most concerned to hear that two boys 
had been found lighting fires in the copse between Appletrees 
and The Brambles. Not only could this be extremely dangerous 
to the boys concerned but it could also result in the destruc- 
tion of one of the few wild and natural oreas remaining in Bar 
Hill. It is our duty to preserve these areas for the future 
and to this end the Council hes insisted on stringent measures 
being taken to protect the copse during the building work 
being done in the area. A very serious view will be taken of 
anything which could cause damage to the copse or any other 
wooded ares and the council reminds parents that they can and 
will be held responsible for any damage caused by their children. 


Cycling on footpaths 

The Council appreciates that many people use the footpaths in 
the village for cycling and that most of them are extremely 
careful and responsible in their use of the paths. However, 
recently there have been several cases of cyclists riding at 
high speed and not exercising proper caution when turning 
blind corners. If you cycle on the footpaths please bear in 
mind that there could well be young children playing round the 
corner or en elderly person, and take more care, before some- 
body is injured. 


The Mall 

As reported in last month's news, the Council would like to 
encourage anything which may improve the appearance and 
facilities of The Mall and to this end it is hoped to arrange 
a meeting with representatives of Tesco to discuss the matter 
at length. 


Bus Routes 

The parish Council is still in correspondence with Eastern 
Counties concerning the bus route, as are several local 
residents. It seems to be very difficult to find a solution 
which will suit everyone, but Eastern Counties have now 
advised us that with the opening of the Grafton Centre in 
Cambridge in the near future,.the Bar Hill Service will be re- 
routed through Cambridge, which should cut down considerably 
on the waiting time at Bar Hill.
